REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a method for forecasting the 
electrical conductivity of an anode for aluminum production before baking thereof, 
wherein the anode Is moved through a receiving coil electromagnetically coupled to an 
electromagnetic field to sense the variation of the electromagnetic field received by the 
coil and outputting the signal indicative thereof, so that a value can be calculated that is 
indicative of the electrical conductivity of the anode based on the variation of the 
electromagnetic field received by the coil in order to determine if the conductivity will fall 
within an acceptable range when the anode is baked.
